THE DREADFUL RAILWAY AC- 
CIDEXT JX SCOTLAND. 



. Yealerday we placed before our 
readers particulars of one o£ the most 
terriblo raihvay accidents record- 
.ed since tiio inauguration of steam 
locomotion. 'J'lie dreadful catasti'ophe 
' occurred in Scotland on a moiiater 
bridge wliicli spans the river Tay. 
Speaking of the structure, the Build- 
ing News for September 1877 says :— 

" One of the most notable triumphs of 
. modern •ngineering is achieved in the 
completion of the construction of tlie 
Tay bridge which carries the North 
British Railway across the Frith of 
Forth. The project Ims repeatedly 
■ been brought foi'ward.dttring the past 
30,years,~but it was riot until 1S71 
that the work was commenced, the 
plans being originally prepared liy IMr. 
Bouch, C.E. At the point selected, 
about a mile and a half above New- 
port, the river has a breadth of nearly 
itwo miles, its depth at high water .;o£ 

k'' ^spring tides attaining a maximum of 
•t5 feet and the velocity of its curront 
ranging up to knots an lioiir. To 
bridge this formidable stretch of water 
the engineer had planned a Ktnicture 
of 85 spans, which, us now realized 

;.;;.in brick and iron, presents a 
noteworthy example of the purposoliko 
adaptation of means to ends. The 
spans vary in widtii from G7 feet to 
245 feet, those of tlie larger size, to the 
number of thirteen, being ])laced over 
the navigable part of the river. In 

.• V-'this central section, where it is necessa- 
ry to provide for the jjassage of such 
shipping as frequents the ports of New- 
burg and I'ertli the liridgo has a clear 
height of 88 feet above high water 
mark, from which it sloj)Cs down to tlic 
rife side witli a gradient of 1 in .'ii5ti, 
and towards the Dundee end, whore it 

,^<,ifcakea a curve to the Ea.stwardin order 

^y>tlio"'more conveniently to join the 
land line, with a grade of 1 in. 7;l. 'L'he 
spans are formed of wrought iron lat- 
tice girders and the supporting piers, 
in some cases, nro entirely of brick 
work; in others of a combination of 
brick with iron colunnis. It was, of 
course, mainly in the construction of 
' the'piers that the special difficulties of 
the enterprise were oncountcred. Com- 
mencing at the south end of the bridge 
it was found that for a considerable 
distance a foundation of roclc could bo 
reached at a depth of from ten to hf- 

• teeu jfeet below the river bottom. Here, 
lAjicoordingiy,' it was" dooided that a 
& sufficient sub-structure ^f or each pier 
A would bo provided by sinking to the 

rock two cylinders of iron and brick 
work with a diameter of 9 ft. G in. 
These cylinders were built on shore in 
Iv 5 Jvauch "lengtilis as would reach, from the 
rock on which they were intended to 
rjC, rest to a point above low- water level. 
Each consi.sted of a cast-iron shell with 
- a lining of brickwork set in Portland 
cement, leaving inside a central shaft 
. through which workmen might pass up 
and down. : Two -cylinders thus con- 
structed wer^ connected bj means of a 
wall of brickwork about three feet 
wide, thus placing a .space of twelve 
feet l3etween their centres. The whole 
being then made fast to a .system of 
strong iron girders, barges were intro- 
duced at low water underneath the 
girders so that when the tide rose, tlie 
■ui i: ponderous ma.ss weighing, it might be, 
as much as 120 tons, was lifted bodily 
and quietly floated out into the river. 
Having been towed out to the site of 
the intended pier the cylinder.H were 
lowered by hydraulic ajiparatus until 
they rested on the river bottom. The 
■ ■ top of each having bean closed, air was 
o'.iblown in by means of a steam pump, 
'the result being to force out all water 
which had entered below and leave the 
interior dry. Thi.s pumping in of air 
was continued while workmen dcHcond- 
ed the internal shafts, excavated the 
n-f'ina.terial'irom beneath the cylinders 
&lSnd*so caused them gradually to sink 
5,till they reached the rock in which a 
level bed was cut for''" their "permanent 
renting place. The upper iron cham- 
bers were then removed and the in- 
terior of the cylinders filled with con- 
crete to ths'top of the brick lining, be- 
ing just above low-water mark. From 
this'point the work was continued by 
"'ifrinjging men and material forward in 
barges alongside, till it reached, in the 
form of a solid brick jiier, the level of 
high-water, where it received a course 
of Oarmylic stone, showing externally 
on. 'the cylindorical column.s slightly 
projecting rings. Meanwhile, the double 
U prde)5mtended to form the spaii Iiad 
Mffli getting built on shore, to be, when 
completed, floated off by the same de- 
vice as was adopted in the caso of the 
cylinders. A couple of piers, having 
■ in the manner described, been brought 
tr'upHo'liigh- water level, the girder was 
M^aSiMi over thciri, and allowed to sink 
•!^jOn the recc'tling tide till its ends rested 
oh the inanoury. Wlieil this had been 
accomplished nothing remained but to 
raise the girder by hydi'aulic appliances 

• in short lifts of two fcot at a time, 
yhile the brickworlc of the jiitjr w:is 

-'^"carried on pari. pa.iSK, so to speak, by 
men planted on light scadblding .fius- 
pondod from the girder. The weight 
of the pier had to be lightened and 
this was done by the sub.^titution, 
in the upper works, of iron columns 
for massea.of sold brick, while on the 
other hand ' the' ' adoption fcr each 
pier of a single oval- cylinder, 
measuring 23 ft. G in. by 13 ft. 6 in. 
ensured a larger bearing surface than 
had been obtained by the use of two 
smaller ones. In August. 1873, whilst 
construction was going on, a pier M-as 
in process of being sunk to the rock. 
Six..^nien were at wort in its bottom 
chain ber digging but thb sand and gra- 
vel of the river bottom when through 
BOme unexplained mishap the upper 
portii^:[o5;the;cylindqr' burst , and - the 
wateKf-rushing in, drow;nod jallthe;pp6r 



fellows where they stood. At one time 
as many as GOO men were employed on 
the bridge; and while iu tho summer 
months, twenty out of the twenty-four 
hours were turned to account by mak- 
ing two shifts of ten Hours each, the 
electric light was taken advantage of 
during the long winter nights to push 
forward tho operations on shore. The 
last of the gi-cut cylinders was floated 
on Dec. 26th, 1876, and at that time 
it was confidently expected the ensu- 
ing summer, wbiild witness the comple- 
tion of the .work. But in February, 
1877, another accident occurred which 
necessitated considerable delay. Dur- 
ing an exceptionally' heavy gale two of 
the largo girders, which had been 
raised to the top of the piers, but which 
were still- hanging in the lifting gear, 
were blown down carrying with tliem 
a portion of one of tho piers. The acci- 
dent entailed a serious loss both of 
time and money. Pasiiing to tho north 
side of the Frith the bridge joined to a 
land viaduct which, after crossing tho 
carriageway of tho Esplanade with ' a 
bowstring girder, runs on with a fall- 
ing gradient through a scries of over 
thirty arehe.s to the embankment wliich 
tiio company has reclaimed from the 
foreshore and which carries tho railway 
into the 'Djdhdee 'station: v By the time 
it reaches the station tho line has sunk 
considerably below the general level of 
the ground t]iereabout.s,and immediate- 
ly to the Eastward it jdungea into a 
tunnel in which it is carried alongside 
of the docks for a distance of 700 yards, 
when it^enierges to form a junction at 
the East Station with the Dundee and 
Arbroath Railway." Tho Building 
Xeu'tt contains many other interesting 
details concerning this splendid struc- 
ture, tho demolition of .which has been 
attended with such a deplorablo loss of 
life. Tiie contract for tho bridge was 
let by the North British Railway Com- 
pany May 8, 1871, at £217,000 ster- 
ling, and the time for tho completion 
of the work fixed at three yoar.s. .Tlie 
cost of tho work-, however, was .tI250,- 
000, and the work was linished and 
ojicnod to the iiublic on May 31st, 
1S78. Its failure was predicted by 
Mv. Patrick Matthew and other emin- 
ent engineers. 

COLON I A L "defences. 



'•Tho agitation in England respecting 
Colonial defences has led to tho ap- 
pointment of a Commission with the 
Right Honorable the Earl of Carnar- 
von at itf head to in.stitutc an inquiry 
which, wo understand, will bo exhaus- 
tive and searching. The Commission 
sets forth on behalf of Her Majesty 
the Queen: . , . ' 

"We have thought it expedient that 
a Commission should forthwith issue 
to enquire into the condition and aufli- 
ciency of the means, both naval and 
military, provided for tho defence of 
the more important seaports within our 
colonial pcssessions and their depen- 
dencies, and of -.tl>« stations e.'^fablished 
or required withih' our said possessions 
and dependencies for coaling, refitting, 
or repairing tho shijis of our uavy, and 
for the protection of the commerce of 
our colonies with the United Kingdom 
of Great Britain and Ireland with each 
other, and with foreign countries. And 
it is expedient to consider and deter- 
mine in which of our stations and port.s 
it is desirable, on account of their stra- 
tegical or commercial importance, to 
provide an organized .^ysteni of defence 
iu addition to audi general protection 
as can be afibi'ded by ouv naval forces, 
and whether such defences sfiduld con- 
sist of permanent works, manned by 
garrisons of Imperial or local troops, 
or both combined, or of any local naval 
organization or oHicr armaments and 
appliances. And it is desirable to con- 
sider whether and in wliat proportions 
tho co.st of such measures of defence 
should bo divided between the Imperial 
Government and the C-olonies to which 
they relate, or should bo wholly defray- 
ed by the Imperial Government or by 
the Colonics. Therefore IIk.vry How- 
ard jMolvkf-ux, Earl of Carnarvon, 
Huan CvLLixo Faudlev Childers, 
Sir Henry Thurton Holland, Sir 
Alexander Milne, Sir Jons Lintorn, 
Arabin- Simmon'.s, Sir Henry Barkley, 
Tuo.s. Brassey, and Robert Georcje 
Crookshakk ITAiiiLTOV aro appointed 
Conunissionors for such pur[)0scs, with 
all noce.s.sary powers. Captain Her- 
r.ERT Jekyll, re., is appointed Secre- 
tary to the Commission."

A BYLAW 

To Amend Bijlaw No. l,for llie rrolfrflon 
of the C'itij uijainsl Fire. 

WHEEEAS IT IS EXPEDIENT TO 
aniond tho Bylaw "For tho Protec- 
tion of tho Oity against Fire," dated tlie 
third day of October, 18C2; 

Be it therbfore BNActkd by tho Maj or 
find Corporation of tho City of Victoria an 
follows: — 

1. Sections 7 mid 10 of the said Bylaw 
aro hortjby rtjpualcd. 

2. Tho Willis of ;ill cliiiiiiiio.s sli;ill not 
bo Ic-is than four (-1) iiiclK^.i in tliickiicsa, 
built of brick laid in good liiiio mortar, 
all^ointa boin;^ well (Uishud. 

o. All flues siiall purgettcd tluoughoiit ; 
tlio coating shall not bo less than threo- 
oighths of an inch in thickness. 

4 All outer joints of chinineyB shall he 
tlat-jointod with strong linio mort.nr im- 
mediately after tho oroction tlierouf. 

5. No joists, bond timber, or wooil of 
any kind shall bo allowed to enter or rest 
upon tho brick work of any chimney. 

G. Tho tops of all chimneys shall bo at 
least four feet from any woodwork. 

7. If any chiuincj' shall bo deemed by 
the Mayor and Council to ba unsafe it 
shall bo hiwfid for the Mayor and Coun- 
cil to order the samo to bo taken doini, 
and it shall bo the duty of tho porso^ 
owning tho said ohiranoy or occupying tho 
lionso or premises whereon tho fiame may 
he to take down sucli chimney within 
threo days after lie shall liave boon order- 
ed to do BO. 

8. That any person guilty of uny in- 
fraction of any of tlie provisions of this 
Bylaw, or of disobedience to any order 
made in pursuance hereof, shall, on con- 
viction before tho Police Magistrate or 
other Justice of tho Peace for tho said 
City, forfeit, at tho discretion of tho Po- 
lice Magistrate or Justice of tho Po.ico 
convicting, a sum of money not exceeding 
§25 for each dfibnce, together with the 
costs of prosecution, and in default of 
p.ayment of any such line, together witli 
costs of prosecution, it shall bo lawful for 
tlio Police Magistrate or other Justice of 
tlio Peace convicting as aforesaid to issue 
his or their warrant to levy the amount 
of fino and costs by distress and sale of 
tho ofTcndor's goods and chattels, and in 
caso no sufficient distress to satisfy tlie 
amount of line and costs shall bo found, 
it sliall bo lawful for tho Police Magis- 
trate or Justice of the Peace as aforeuaid 
to commit tho offender to tho Common 
Gaol for any period not exceeding ono 
month. 

9. This Bylaw shall bo read and con- 
strued with the Bylaw horcinbefore men- 
tioned and referred to as one Bylaw, and 
may bo cited for all purposes as " Tho 
Bylaw to Amend tho Bylaw for the Pro-

The British steamaliip Hylton Castle, 
Capt. Bannerman, from Nowcastle-on- 
Tyne, arrived atEsquimaltyesterday. She 
is afiiie looking vessel, having a register of 
1258 tons an^ a carrying capacity of near- 
ly 2000 tonsl She was buUt at Sunder- 
land, England, in the year 1871 and is 
therefore a coinpai-atively new ship. Her 
length is 251 foot, breadth of beam 33 feet 
4 ill., and depth of hold 19 foot 2 in. H«r 
machinery, which is powerful and of tho 
most improved; pattern, consists of two 
compound ohginos-i— 130 horae-po wer nom- 
inal. Her cylinders are 28 inches and 55 
inches in diameter with 33 inch stroke. 
She is fitted with tanks for water-ballast, 
being thns enabled to receive her cargoes 
■with much greater dispatch than vessels 
which adhere to the old systoin of taking 
in ar)d ..discharging ballast. Sho comes 
cohsighe'd to Messrs. Stahlschmidt 
Wara of this city, but has no freight for 
Victoria. Tho principal portion of her 
cargo consists of car wheels for Mesaj^. 
Dunsmuir, Digglo & Co. , proprietors of 
tho Wellington mines, by whom she will 
for the present be placed iu tho coal trade 
between Departure Bay and San Francis- 
co. Captain, Bannerman, who is appar- 
ently not more than 28 years of ago, in- 
formed us that the Hylton Castle left 
Nowcivstle-on-Tyiie on the 22d of Septem- 
ber last, having on board, in addition to 
freight for Departure B.ay, a large ipiau- 
tity of arms and ammunition which tho 
steamer enjjaged to deliver at Valparaiso 
for tho Chilean Government. Amongst 
these munitions were 70 tons of powder, 
two Armstrong guns weighing '2'2 tons 
each, and 90 cases of rifles. The Hylton 
Castlo made the voyage in 08 days to. 
Valparaiso, having been under steam all 
the way. Sho entered that port in safety 
and without uiterfcronco fromiho South 
American belligerents. , She experienced 
splendid weather as far as the Capo of 
Good Hope, but afterwards encountered 
heavy north-west gales and cross seas 
which continued until Valparaiso was 
reached. Tho steamer, however, behaved 
admirably. Captain ISannerman report.^ 
that there wore two French and one Gor- 
man, but no English men-of-war in port 
whee he was there. Tlio Hylton Castlo, 
having discharged her freight without ac- 
cident, loft Valparaiso for Esquimalt on 
tho 3rd ult. and thus made the run up in 
31 days. She had good weivther and light 
winds as far as San Francisco, but after 
passing that port again experienced gales 
frbiii tho north-west and cross seas. Sho 
iiiado Cape Flattery about 5 o'clock yes- 
terday morning and having jucked up Pi- 
lot Etterahank proceeded to Esquimalt 
harbor, steauiitig 8 knots an hour. She 
is owned by Jlessrs. Laws, Snrteoa ttCo., 
of Newcastle and London, and will leave 
Esquimalt for Departure Bay at 2 o'clock 
this morning. She will be able to carry 
with comi>arative ease some 1,200 
tons of coal — including bunkers — and 
when her hull is thoroughly cleaned 
will average about ten knots an 
hour— a speedy w;liiohi if necessary, can be 
increased to eleven knots. Her draught 
with n full cargo is only 17 A feet. She 
spoke no vessels im the voyage from 
England, met with no misba]) and report.^ 
all well.

year 1880, shall take place on tho second 
Monday in tho month of January, 1880, 
and such election shall comincnce at 12 
o'clock, noon. 
. 2. The nomination of Candidates for 
tho respective ofKces of Mayor and Coun- 
cillors for the said City shall take place at 
the now City Hall, Dougkas 'street, 

3. Tho Returning Officer of Yates Street 
Ward shall, on the second ^Monday in 
January, 1880, at noon, nominate such 
iperaoni as shall bo put in nomination in 
that behalf by some duly (qualified voter 
as candidates for the said pflices, as tho 
case may be.'^'A' shQ\vjdf hands shall then 
take place, and'tho' aaid Returning Officer 
shall thoroupon declare which of the can- 
didates for the said offices has or have 
been elected by tho show of hands. 

4. In case a poll bo duly duniauded at 
the election of a Mayor, the vote of the 
oleotors shall be taken on the following 
day, at tho new City Hall, Douglas street, 
in the said City of Victoria,' and Ihe' said 
poll shall bo open at 10 o'clock a. m. and 
close at 4 o'clock r. m. 

5. In caso u poll shall be duly demand- 
ed at the election of Councillors for any 
Ward in tho said City of Victoria, the 
vote of the electors entitled to vote in such 
Wardshall be taken on the'day ^following 
the nominatiofi at the' follrfwirig i)lttces, 
that is to say: In .Tohnson Street Ward, 
at tho new City Hall, Douglas street, in 
the said City; in Yates Street Ward, at 
the PolicG Barracks, Bastion street, in tho 
said City; in James Bay Ward, at the old 
Council Chambers, Government street, in 
tho said Cityj 'and'the Biiid'!poll :!,BhaU be 
opened at 10 o'clock'- A.''M.''and 'closed at 4 
o clock p. M. 

6. In caie of a poll at an election for 
Mayor or Councillors the votes shall bo 
given by ballot. 

7. Tho ballot of each voter shall con- 
sist of a paper [in thisBjr-law called a bal- 
lot paper] showing the hain|^' and occupa- 
tions of tlio candidates fot' the office of 
Councillor. In Yntcs Street Ward, in 
addition to such ballot [xipcr, there shall 
be an additional ballot paper showing tho 
names and descriptions of tho candidates 
.for the office of Mayor; each ballot paper 
shsll Iwve a number printed on the back 
und shall haya atteehed^'count^rfoH with 
the same number printed on the face. At 
the time of voting tho ballot paper shall 
bo marked on both sides with an official 
mark and delivered to the voter within 
the polling station, and the luinibcr of 
such voter on tho Register or List of JIu- 
nicii)al Voters shall be marked on the 
counterfoil, lind the voter, having secretly 
marked his vote on tho p.apcr and folded 
it up so as to conceal hii vote, ahall place 
it in a closed box in the presence of tho 
Officer presiding at tlic polling st,ition 
after having shown to him tlie official mark 
on the back. 

8. Any ballot imper. which has not on 
tho back the official mark, or on., which 
votes are given to more candidates than 
the voter is entitled to vote for, or on 
wliich anything except the said number 
on the back is written or marked by 
which the vote can be idcntitiud, shall be 
void and not counteB. 

9. After tho close of tho poll, tho ballot 
boxes shall be closed up bo as to provcnt 
tho insertion of additional ballot papers 
and shall bo taken charge of by tho Re- 
turning Officer for Yates Street Ward and 
that officer shall, in the presence of such 
of the candidates as may bo in attendance 
or their agents, and of the Returning 
Officer, open the ballot boxes at the new- 
Council Chambers, Douglas street, in the 
said City, and ascertain tho result of tho 
poll by counting the votes given to each 
candidate, and shall forthwith declare to 
be elected tho candidates or candidate, to 
whom tho majority of votes liave been 
given. 

10. Where an equality of votes is found 
to exist between any candidates .at an elec- 
tion, and the addition of a vote would 
entitle any of such candidates to bo dc- 
clai-ed elected, tho Returning Officer shall 
give such additional votc^ but shall not, 
in anyrothericasej-boiontitled,',tp^^,vo^ at 
an - election' for '■ which he is 'Rolurning 
Officer. 

11. And for tho purpose , of regulating 
tho mode of procodure at such election; 
and of conducting the 'said polls, section 
one of tho By-Law entitled "A By-Law to 
regulate tho election of a Mayor and 
Councillors for the city of Victoria in the 
year 1875," Commencing: If any candi- 
date nominated during tlie time appoint- 
ed, etc., together with all the subsequent 
sections of the said By-law and tho sche- 
dule thereto appended are hereby incor- 
porated -with this By-law and shall bo 
read together with this By-^Law -as if the 
same had been re-enacted/word for word, 
heroin and hereby. 

This Ey-:Law may bo cited for all pur- 
poses as "Tho Municipal Elections By- 
Law, 1880." Passed the Council Decem-
